EDITORIAL NOTES. 


A gfeat many people have be- 
lieved that they would live to seea 
war. They have prophe- 
sied that the next war in America 
would be between Catholic and 
Protestant.

Sr. Louis, May 21. 

An Indian chief, named White Man, 
of the Lagunta tribe, from the San 
Carlos Agency, who is one of a party 
of Indians giving an exhibition here, 
says that General Crook will be suc- 
cessful in his campaign against the 
Apaches in Mexico.

“MURDER WILL OUT.” 


El Confession of a Crime Com- 
mitted Three Vears Ago.
